ot that War; but, even as it is, ought to 
have been regarded as an Army of Hares 
with a Lyon to their General, is as formi- 
dable as an Army of Lyons with a Hare to 
their General. 

Now what muſt we ſay, if we were 
Frenchmen, to this March of the King of 
Hain? Three things I think are to be conclu- 
ded from it. 

1. Eichet it was meer Preſumption, upon

2, Or th-y having ſuppos'd they had 
bought the Portugueſe off, depending upon 
their Bargain. 

3- Or they were Infatuated, and the 
hour of King Pvilip's demiſe, as @ King. 
being come, he was Blinded by his Igevi- 
table Fate. 

4- Or convinc'd that he was not able to 
hold it, he took this opportunity to quit a 
Kingdom he could nor keep, and his Capi-- 
tal where he knew he could not long be 
ſate, to take Proteflioa in the French Army 3. 
and either have a fait Caſt for his Crown in 
the Siege of Barrelons, or a ſaſe Retreat, 
and a good Nretence fur it, upon any Mif- 
carriage of the Marſhal de Theſſe, whoſe Ex- 
perience and Conduct would Skreen the 
Reputation of the King, and make his Re- 
treat into Fraue the more juftibable. ,
